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And every body is in vited under its roof . Any Orthodox Church,
or denomination can bold services in it when not occupied by
tbe Colony people. But there must be a strict observance of tho
following rules. 1st. In coming upon tbe land owned by the
Colony people there shall be noloud hollowiug, no fast riding nor
no shootint' of guns or revolvers of any kind, in like manner
when leaving the church house, observe the samo rules: while
in the house, and when in the house during services, there wil
be no unnecessary talking allowed, that will be of a disturbing
uaturo to the vorship or any other thing that will be bo of a dia
tnrbing natnre. No smoking, no chewing of tobacco, or spitting
tobacco juice on the floor, or any other anoyauce of a disturbing
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nature to the services Any one violating those rules may ex-

pect to be dealt with according to the Law
